on Luxenburgstrasse and the barracks headquarters bullding 
had decidedly decreased, The AA gun emplacement at the cen 
etery, previously oceupled by troops from the barracks, was 
vacant. 


2, The Iindenburg Kaserne on Schoenburgerstrasse was occupied 
by a rear detail of about 150 men, Soldiers wearing red= 
pordered black epaulets and black-bordered black epaulets 
were seen, 


3. A rear detail of 80 to 100 men wearing blackebordered black 
epaulets was stationed in the Harbara Kaserne on Breidtscheid-= 
strasse, Truck BB eft the barracks. 25X1C 


4, The northern barriecks on Plemmingerweg were oceupied by 400 
to 500 troops wearinz black-bordered red epaulets, black - 
pordered black epaulets, and red-borderd black epaulets, 
some with artillery insignia, One building of the barracks 
still housed. Soviet dependents but apparently fewer than had 
been observed before. 


5, The southern barracks on Mlemmingerweg were occupied by about 
100 troops, who were observed for the first time, wearing red ~ 
pordered plac evanlets. ' 


6, About 20 soldiers were stationed in the barracks on Nordstrasse. 
Gate guards wore black-bordered black epaulets. 
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Traffic at the superior provincial court (Oberlandeszericht) 
had greatly decreased, Elements of the headquarters had 
apparently left the building, The personnel remaining was 
estimated at about 100. Sentries wore blackebordered red 
epaulets.
